The Whangpoo Conservancy Board offici- 
ally nnnounees that it will shortly, begin 
a full investigation of all technical pos- 
sibilities of further developing Shanghai 
an a firat-closy port, which will be con- 
ducted on the broadest, lines, 

In judging the whole matter of further 
harbour development, there are two as- 
pects (remarks tho ¥.-C. Daily Newa); 
tha purely ongineering one and the 
general and economic one, of which, of 
course, the latter is determinative, 

While these two arc interdependent the 
engineering possibilitics must be first, in- 
vestigated. Beveral scheme, to make 
Shanghai accessible to oocan traffic pre- 
seat themselves and cach must be investi. 
gated ag to tho cost, the time of execu: 
ition, and the utility of the present facili. 
ticg while oxecuting any preject, ets. 
Various ideas arg technically possible 
and, according ie whether the require- 
ment os to dopth is put at 80, 40 or 46 
fect, different solutiong are indicated.

He has ended the 
fratricidal strife, and has brought the 
North and South together. He has now 
to see that tho Peace delegates, who have 
bocn vested with such sample authority 
that they constitute the sovereign power 
of the nation, perform their duty in 
reaching a setilement which will definite- 
ly establish an era of peace in the coun- 
try. Criticisms have been heard that 
Bev Sxin-cnana makes haste “lov slowly. 
PB is urged to take his courage in both 
hands and dismiss Tuan Ci-Tur and 
remove all hig gatellites from the Govorn- 
ment. It may be that cutting the 
Gordian knot would hasten a solution, 
but, on the other hand, it might not. The 
Presipenr’s wisdom and judgment have 
guided him aright so far. Thos, who 
advise him ‘to take the bull by the 
horns” forget that it is not easy for a 
man to follow such advice when he is 
holding the bull by the tail. Tho 
National Defence Army complicates the 
situation, It is well drilled and efficient. 
Moreover, it ig well-supplied with funds 
from the nsual source, If given the 
opportunity, it could maky short work of 
any of the ill-trained levieg which pass 
muster as soldiers, and it is this fact 
which makes it feared by the Southerners, 
and regarded by othefs as ap instrument 
for peace if rightly directed. At pre- 
sent, it appears 28 if it were the property 
of one man, Marshal Tuan Cuti-sui, to be 
used for the benefi, not so much of him- 
self as of hig followers. The unmistak- 
able anxiety of the South to havo it 
abolished makeg its leaders realise the 
expediency of demonstrating its indis- 
pensablencss. Consequently we hear of 
Bolshevik incursions and a Mongolian in- 
surrection, which ought to call for the 
employment of this Force. Independent 
reports from Urga, however, disprove the 
stores of Mongolian disloyalty, and rofute 
the allegations that brigandage flourishes 
in the dependency and that the Bolshe- 
vike are preparing to cross the frontier in 
numbers. Nevortheloss, something may 
happen which will call for military 
action. It is oven suggested that Japan

INTERNATIONAL LABOUR. 
THE COMMISSION'S DECISIONS. 


Panis, Apri] 2nd. 

After 35 meetings, the Commission on 
International Labour Legislation — haa 
finished its work, but the report. fails to 
give complete sutisfaction, a8 the constitu- 
fion of certain States prevents them from 
accepting all the obligations, 

The report consists of two parts firatly, 
a Convention of 41 articles azed on the 
British draft ; secondly nine declarations 
of general principles which it is proj 
fo include in the Peace Treaty: 80 
declarations include the right of agsovia~ 
tion of employers and workers, equality 
of pay for women-workers, the institution 
of a 48 hour week, the equality of treat- 
ment of foreign workera admitted to any 
country with the nationals of that coun- 


try. 

The most important article in the Con- 
vention is Clause 19, which, to meet 
peculiarities in_the constitution of cer- 
tain American Federal States, was alter- 
ed to provide that cach decision of the 
Labour Conference must ke brought, 
within o year, fore =the competent 
authorities of cach State for enactment 
in the legislations, or other, action. 

Machinery is to be provided to ensure 
compliance with the conventions of. the 
Labour Conference by the various States. 
Thus, the Secretary-General of the 
Leaghe of Nations may nominate a Com- 
mission of Enquiry consisting of one, 
employer, one workinan, and: one indepert. 
dent’ person. Appeal may also be mado 
to the permanent Court of International 
Justice of the League of Nations, and, if 
the defaulting country refuses to carry 
out the findings of ‘this Court, other 
Btates shall be able to take economic mea- 
sures against it, 

Tt is noteworthy that the British 
Dominions, India, and ‘any Colonies and 
Possessions, and any Staté which may 
hereafter be recognised as fully self- 
overning by the Exeoutive Council of 
the League of Nations, shall have the 
same rights and obligations under the 
Convention os if they were separate high 
contracting parties. 

As regards the Colonies not fully self- 
governing, the Motherland undertakes to 
apply the Jabour conventions to them, 
unless local conditiona rendor such 
im possible,

TRADE UNIONISTS AND 
UNAUTHORISED STRIKES. 
CONGRESS MANIFESTO. 


After giving careful consideration to 
the whole question of industrial unrest 
as revealed in the recent unauthorise 
strikes, tho Parliamentary Committee of 
the Trade Union Congress has drawn uj 

i the subject, whic! 
will be issucd to alt unions affiliated to 
the Congress. The terms of the document 
were approved at a mecting of the com- 
mittee yesterday morning, and are as 
follow :- 


TO THE OFFICAALS AND MEMBERS OF 
AFFILIATED SOOIETIBS : 


Gentlemen-—ln view of the industrial 
unrest prevailing in certain parts of the 
country, due in some instances to at 
tempts, ‘on the part of minorities to set 
aside agreements arrived at by well-eatab- 
lished pnd constitutional procedure, the 
Trade Union Congress Podiamentary 
Comunittce deem. it necessary to circu- 
larise the officials and members of tho 
organisations concerned in order that the 
hands of the responsible leaders of the 
ttade-union movement nay be strengthen- 
ed and the actions of the unions govern- 
‘ed in an orderly and regular manner, 

With regard to the dispute in the 
engineering and shipbuilding trades in 
connection with the 47-hour working week, 
tho nets appear to be clear and distinct. 
As the result of conferences held in 
November last, attended by accredited 
and responsible officials and employers 
and emplo yed, a provisional agreement 
was arrived at whereby the working hours 
were to be reduced to 47 per week with 
out reduction in wages. The memoran- 
dum ‘of agreement was duly signed by 
both parties, and upon being submitted 
to a ballot vote of the members of tho 
unions concerned was endorsed by a 
majority of 177,142 -the figures as given 
in the report issued by the Federation 
iof Engineering and Shipbuilding Trades 
‘being : “Jn favour of acceptance, 
337,020: against acceptance, 159,889."" It 
cannot, therefore, be urged that the rank. 
and-Ble had not been consulted. 

In spite of this confirmation of the 
agreement secured by. the men’s re 
presentatives, a dispute almost imme- 
diately arose, one section of the mem- 
bers demanding 44-hour and = an- 
other a 40-hour working week. Presum. 
ably both propositions had. been discussed 
before the men’s leaders went into con- 
ference with the employers; but, inas- 
much oa the 47 hours’ agreement had been 
endorsed by the votes of the members it 
becanie the bounden duty of the minority’ 
loyally to abide by the decision of 
majority. Unless this course. is taken a 
very serious blow will have been struck 
at the fundamental principle of trade 
unioniam, namely, col lective bargaining. 

Under any ciroumstances, unauthorised 
strikes cannot and must not be tolerated, 
and it is the duty of all who desire to 
eee the trade union movement strengthen. 
ed to sec to.it that the .union’s action 
shall be governed an regularived in 
agreement with its constitution and rules. 
Any other course must necesshrily and 
seriously weaken the union’s efficiency 
and effectiveness in securing satisfactory 
results for its members. 

DEFIANCE OF PUBLIC INTERESTS. 


In another direction a strike has oceur- 
red which, whilst apparently imposing 
upon the employer the minimum of pres 
bure, has undoubtedly inflicted upon the 
workers and the general public (whose 

inion it would be unwise to disregard) 
the maximum of personal inconvenience 
apart altogether from monetary loss, ‘and 
in many cases probable injury to health. 
In this instance the men’s leaders had 
pecured for their members an cight-hour 
working day. The main principle hav- 
ing Wen conceded, it is only reasonable 
to assume that, if raised in the proper 
apirit, any minor points requiring ad- 
justment jwould bave proved easy 0 
settlement, But the position was accen- 
tuated by the fact that two strong unions, 
entering for precisely the same clase 
workers, but not always working in 
friendly relationship, were each en leav- 
ouring to secure a settlement satisfac 
tory to its own members, although ob 
viously any such settlement would neces 
sarily apply to the members of the other 
‘union. 

In the opinion of the Parliamentary 
Committee, rather than attempt to play 
off any one union against another, ib 
would be far better: that the represent 
tives of the organisations should meet ip 
friendly conference, and endeavour to 
arrange a mutually satisfactory working 
agreement, thereb i 
of the disagreeable incidents of the past 
few days. jth this object in view, the 
Parliamentary Committee place their ser: 
vices at the disposal of all affiliated or- 
ganisations, believing it to be in the begt 
interests of the respective memberships 
that a fricndly understanding should bo 
reached whereby joint and prompt, action 
can be taken in all matters affecting the 
conditions of their common employment.’ 

These disputes have occurred at a timo 
when the machinery for dealing with} 
questions affecting organised: Labour was 
never so ample or #0 ready to hand, or 
the disposition to settle so general and 
friendly, the newly-catablished Ministry’ 
of Labour. Joint Industrial Councils 
set up on Jines recommended by the Whit. 
ley Report, conciliation and arbitration 
boards, being each and all at the ‘servico 
of Labour. ! 

Quite apart from such machinery, how- 
ever, the Parliamentary Committee desire 
to urge that, id the trade union move- 
ment 18 to progress and prosper, it i6 
in the bighest degree essential that strict 
discipline within the membership . must. 
be maintained, and, where necessary, tho
